Upland planners unanimously 
denied plans for a proposed 
neighborhood shopping center 
Thursday night, after a more than 
six-month battle between the 
developer and residents. 

The center, which was to have 
been located on 19th Street just east 
of Euclid Avenue, was proposed by 
Petrolane Properties, Inc. of Colton. 
It would have contained. a Stater 
Bros. supermarket, a bank, a sit- 
down restaurant, a drug store, 
office space and: several retail 
shops. 

Area residents faithfully attended 
Planning Commission meetings 
since December when the project 
first came before the city, voicing 
their objections to the center. 


Shopping center proposa 


The developer presented an 
extensive environmental impact 
report and a series of three surveys 
in an effort to prove the desirability 
of the project. 

The land, currently occupied by 
the Great Western Rose Company, 
is zoned agricultural and the city’s 
general plan calls for low-density 
residential use. 

The proposed shopping center 
would have necessitated an 
amendment to the general plan in 


Assembly speaker’s 
battle enters local 


campaign struggle

Reflecting Sacramento's interest 
in the local Assembly race, 
Democrats Jim Cramer and Ken 
Willis have received $56,500 from 
campaign committees of 
assemblymen looking ahead to a 
renewed speakership battle. 

What role the struggle for 
Assembly leadership would play in 
the 65th Assembly District, which 
covers all of the West End, has 
drawn attention from the start of 
the campaign. 

That role became clearer this 
week with campaign disclosure 
statements that Cramer, county 
district attorney, has received 
$34,000. from the committees of 
seven assemblymen who are 
supporters of Howard Berman, who 
was beaten back earlier this year by 
Speaker Leo McCarthy for the top 
Assembly post. 

And Willis has received a total of 
$22.500 in three contributions in the 
last week from the committee of 
Assemblyman Mike Roos, a 
McCarthy stalwart. The county 
Registrar of Voters office received 
mailgrams for the Roos 
contributions this morning. 

The office received Cramer’s 
campaign statement for the 
reporting period ending May 19 by 
mail on Tuesday. The reports are 
the last before the June 3 primary, 
but contributions of more than 
$1.000 must be reported within 48 
hours during the last two weeks of 
the campaign 

With three mailgram entries since 
the reporting period closed, 
Cramer’s total contributions came 
to $77,532. 

Cramer reported receiving $2,500 
from (Dave) Elder for Assembly, a 
$5,000 loan from himself and $5,000 
from ‘Friends of Assemblyman 
Richard Robinson. 

The three contributions from 
Roos’ committee put Willis nearly 
even with Cramer. The executive 
director of the area chapter of the 
Building Industry Association has 
total contributions now of $76,002. 

Willis reported total contributions 
of $53,302 through May 19, compared 
to $16.589 received as of April 23. 
Cramer’s total from that previous 
campaign report was $2,301. 

Harold Katzman, the third 
Democrat in the race, has received 
contributions of $525.90. 

The Assembly campaign 
committees and their contributions 
to Cramer are: Art Torres, $5,000; 
Mel Levine, $7,500; Bill Lockyer, 
$3,000; Walter Ingalls, $7,500; Dave 
Elder, $5,000; Herschel Rosenthal, 
$1,000, and Richard Robinson, 
$5.000. 

All seven voted for Berman on 
Jan. 7 in the Assembly Democratic 
Caucus. Berman received 26 votes 
to McCarthy’s 24, and the division in 
the Assembly leadership helped set 
the stage for primary battles in 
Assembly districts throughout the 
state where no incumbent Democrat 
is running. 

Other major contributions to the 
Cramer campaign were: California 
Trial Lawyers Association Political 
Action Committee, $1,000; James 
White of Ontario, executive, Black 
Gold Oil, $2,000; William Erwin of 
Santa Monica, executive, Surety 
Company of the Pacific, $2,000. 


Richard Hausman: of Irvine, 
executive, $1,250; Maurice 
McAllister of Costa Mesa, 
executive, Downey Savings, $2,000, 
and Sharon Hodgdon of San 
Bernardino, a candidate for the 
county Board of Supervisors, $1 ,000. 


In addition to his own $5,000 loan, 


Cramer reported a loan from Bank | 


of America of $15,000, guaranteed by 
* Joesph Borba, a Chino dairyman. 
The Committee to Elect Terry 
Goggin, D-66th, loaned the Cramer 
campaign $2,500. Goggin’s 


committee earlier loaned the 
campaign $538. 

The Cramer campaign 
expenditures as of May 19 came to 
$57 ,321. 

Willis reported expenditures of 
$49,731. His major contributors for 
the last campaign period are: 
English Road Investment Ltd., La 
Habra, $1,000, Operating Industries 
Inc., Monterey Park, equipment 
suppliers, $1,250; N.R. Dumont, 
Beverly Hills, businessman, $2,500. 

C/L Builders-Developers  Inc., 
Upland, $500 ($1,000 cumulative); 
East Highland Ranch Co., San 
Bernardino. $1,500; David 
Commons, Los’ Angeles, 
businessman, $1,000; Lera Electric 
Co. Inc., San Francisco, electrical 
contractor, $2,000; Card 
Construction Co. Inc., Irvine, 
construction firm, $2,500.

Mike Galizio, Willis’ campaign 
consultant, said the candidate won 
the endorsement of the printers’ 
union local covering the district’s 
area. He also conceded Operating 
Engineer has been associated with 
past McCarthy campaign efforts. 

Galizio himself is on leave of 
absence from the staff of 
Roos. 

One other sign of the McCarthy- 
Berman split is potholders, 
according to Galizio. The potholders 
mailed by the Cramer campaign and 
others supported by Berman were 
bought by his brother Michael 
Berman, the Democrat's chief 
political lieutenant, in Japan ina lot 
of 1 million, Galizio said. 
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order to .zone the area for a 
neighborhood shopping center. 

Planning Commission Chairman 
John Meyer said he thought the 
project was, at this point, 
premature, and the traffic hazards 
posed on 19th Street too great to be 
ignored. 

“T think there is a definite need to 
have ‘a shopping area in the 
northeast part of the city,” he said, 
“but I have to agree that 19th Street 
is not a good area.”’

Traffic volume on the street was 
estimated at 16,000 vehicles per day 
for 1979, an increase of 70 percent 
over the past two years.

An initial 1980-81 contract 
proposal, presented to trustees 
Tuesday, marks the beginning of 
negotiations between the teachers’ 
association and the Upland School 
District. 


School Improvement Program 


Cabrillo School given

Parents and staff are brimming 
with pride over the positive rating 
Cabrillo School in Upland received 
after its first year on the School 
Improvement Program. 

Initiated by Assembly Bill 65, the 
state-funded program includes 
activities in areas from academics 
to staff development for a period of 
three years. 

The rating system used a scale of 
one to seven, with seven being the 
highest. Cabrillo School received an 
average score of 6.15 in the 20 
categories, a result Principal Oliver 
Soderberg says is ‘‘remarkable.’’ 

Work on the project began last 
year when a group of parents, staff 
and administrators wrote the 
program under the leadership of 
Loren Sanchez, assistant 
superintendent of instruction for the 
Upland School District. 

The final result consisted of five 
components according to Soderberg 
— reading and language, math, 
music, staff development, and 


parent participation, education and 


communication. Each section was 
chaired by a-different staff 
member. 

Part of the $49,000 budget 
awarded to the school by the state 
went toward adding Sandy Miller to 
the Cabrillo staff as a resource 
teacher, in addition to several part- 
time aides and new instructional

materials. 

During the year, a new music 
program was instituted for students 
as part of the project and the math 
program was enriched through 
teacher attendance at special 
workshops. 

A school site council, comprised 
of 10 parents and school personnel, 
was formed to improve 
communications between the two 
groups and give parents a means to 
contribute to planning of school 
programs. 

Two state representatives spent 
three days at the school in April, 
conducting extensive interviews 
with students, personnel and 
parents, and evaluating the 
effectiveness of the program. 

Areas in which they rated Cabrillo 
particularly high included student 
achievement in academic subjects, 
environment, staff development for 
teachers and other staff, and 
support from the district office. 

Special commendations were 
given to Soderberg and Miller for 
their role in the program, and the 
attitude of the entire school staff 
towards the evaluation process. The 
reviewers also praised staff, 
teachers, aides, children, parents 
and district personnel for their 
cooperation and support. 

Areas suggested for improvement 
included stronger support for 
teachers’ aides, including in-service 
sessions held in conjunction with 


Association President Jim 
Davidson said the requested pay 
hike should not be viewed as 
anything more than an effort to keep 
teachers even in the race with 
inflation. 


“We're not really asking for a 
raise at all,” he said, ‘‘just a cost of 
living adjustment taken from the 
Consumer Price Index.

The team also said students who 
speak limited or no English should 
be tested in their native language, a 
change the school is making. 

School Superintendent George 
Renworth said he was quite pleased 
with the report. 

“It’s particularly outstanding in 
view of the fact it was their first 
year on the program,’’-rensaid. “‘It 
was excellent.” 


Trustees OK 
retirement plan 
for teachers 


The Upland School Board ratified 


the first part of its*1980-1981 agree-— 


ment with the Upland Teachers’ 
Association Tuesday, providing an 
early retirement incentive plan for 
certificated employees. 

The approval marked a first step 
toward completion of negotiations 
for this year, although the bulk of 
the proposed contract — including a 
request by teachers for a 25.7 per- 
cent raise — has yet to be discussed. 

Motion to ratify the program pass- 
ed unanimously. Trustees Dina 
Hunter and Dale Andersen were ab- 
sent, with the remaining board 
members barely enough to make a 
quorum. 


than fair — every time we get a 
raise that’s below the rate of 
inflation, we continue to fall behind 
in actual buying power.” 

The proposal calls for a 17.1 
percent cost of living increase to be 
given to teachers July 1, and 8.6 
percent to cover inflation from 
August 1980 to February 1981, to be 
added Sept. 1. 

A third cost of living increase 
would be scheduled for March 1981. 

The propcsal includes 12 other 
items for trustees’ consideration. 

Teachers are asking for a stipend 
of $450 per year for professional 
development staff personnel to be 
allocated from professional 
development funds. Davidson said 
the staff currently receives no such 
stipend, but that certificated 
employees in similar posts 
throughout the state are 
compensated at a higher rate than 
the classroom teacher and the 
association wanted to see those 
workers’ pay brought up to par. 

Teachers: who serve as coaches 
for interscholastic sports are also 
asking for additional compensation 
to bring them in line with other 
districts in the area. 

Other requests included in the 
proposal are: 

— Additional pay for teachers 
asked to fill in for an administrator 
during his absence. Davidson said 
these teachers are not supplied with 
additional classroom help, but must 
often leave the room to fulfill 
administrative duties — thus 
performing two jobs at one time. 


— A higher pay ratio tor school 
psychologists and counselors, that 
more closely matches the number of 
hours those personnel actually 
work. 


— A fully-paid legal expense 
insurance plan covering non- 
employment related matters to be 
provided by the district. 


— A representative fee to be 
assessed to all teachers who are not 
members of the association. 


— An early retirement incentive 
program to be instituted, effective 
at age 55.

The decision to deny the project 
was made by four of the 
commission’s seven members.

what they learned into existing area 
programs for young people and to 
launch new ones. 
} Shirley Abrams of Pomona, state 
*chairperson. for the conference, 
“joined the five local delegates in 
ong of the Urban League’s Ontario 
ces for an interview with The 
Daily Report. 
‘fhe need for day care centers 
emerged as the number one priority 
af the statehouse conference. 
*The delegates were coming from 
ny concerns, but they all focused 
ing on day care in one way or 
agother,”’ Abrams said 

It was tremendous to see the 
diversity of causes all with an 
usderlying, running theme of caring 
aout children and youth,”’ agreed 
Marcel Soriano of Fontana, one of 
the local delegates, 

#‘People had to listen to where 
others were coming from,’’ Abrams 
néted. ‘‘People really felt strongly 
ahout their issues, but all are deeply 
concerned with children and youth.” 

‘The makeup of the conference was 
different from most in that those 
attending were people who work 
ditectly with children and youth ... 
paéople Abrams calls the ‘‘real 
experts.” 

Other delegates from this 
agsembly district were: Jerry H. 
Van Leeuwen of Chino, program 
nfanager for Chino Youth Services; 
Géraldine Bratton of Ontario, 
céunselor and job developer 
tethnician for the Inland Area 
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Urban League Ontario office; Hans 
Hehnke, fourth grade teacher at 
Lehigh School in the Ontario- 
Montclair School District; and 
Dorothy Bingham of Ontario, 
member of the city of. Ontario’s 
Community Relations Commission. 

Approximately one third of the 
delegates at the conference were 
youths under 20 who were “there as 
equal members.”’ 

“They formed a caucus of their 
own,’ Hehnke noted. ‘‘Their (the 
youths) main concern was to get out 
from under ‘the atomic cloud in 
order to free funds. The voice of 
concensus was that we don’t pay the 
proper attention (to youth).” 

The other local delegates agreed 
that the youths ‘‘pointed this out ... 
that energies and money are 
wrongly directed.” 

Soriano, a full-time counselor at 
Chino High School and instructor for 
UCR Extension, said, ‘I sense that 
everybody did a lot of learning (at 
the conference). Racial and ethnic 
barriers dissolved to a great extent 
and delegates came up with a 
concensus.’’ 

Bratton from the Urban League 
concurred. ‘‘The youths’ caucus was 
not oriented toward race but toward 
shared problems and there was a lot 
of vigorous input.”’ 

During the conference, delegates 
met in various workshops to 
determine priorities in needs of 
young people. The 35 workshops 
were divided into seven categories 
and five age groups. The categories 
were communities and 
environments; education and 
learning; employment and 
employability; health; laws, rights 
and responsibilities; parenting and 
families; and social relations. These 
were broken down as to their effects 
on the following age groups: 0 to 2 
years old, 3 to 5, 6 to 11, 12 to 15 and 
16 to 18. ‘ 

“We really worked. This was the 
hardest working conference I’ve 


ever been to,”’ Bingham said. 

‘I came away from that 
conference concerned about 
whether my assumptions as 4 
professional (about youths and their 
needs) were valid,’’ Soriano said. 

Obviously impressed with the 
impact of the youth caucus at the 
conference, Van Leeuwen said, ‘‘It 
was so great to see the power in 
those kids. I hope we can make this 
work in Chino.” He discussed the 
possibilities of holding a smaller 
workshop where local youths could 
participate and discuss their needs. 

‘It was healthy learning, being 
challenged. Some of my 
assumptions were shaken up and 
taken apart,”’ Soriano said. 

‘Yes. It’s a real danger to make 
the assumption that we have all the 
answers in helping youth,’ Van 
Leeuwen said. 

As the six discussed the eagerness 
that kids have to become involved, 
Bingham suggested that 
‘leadership needs to be down to the 
elementary (school) level.” 

Bratton said she was surprised at 
the adults’ reactions to what the 
kids said at the conference. 

“Part of that is that kids and 
adults haven’t been working 
together,’ Abrams noted. ‘There, 
they. were both seeing that each 
cared.” 

There are action plans for each of 
the concerns voiced at the 
statehouse conference — action to 
be taken on the community level as 
well as county and state levels. 

“IT look forward to using the 
process we learned at the 
conference on a local level,” Van 
Leeuwen said. ‘‘The youth as a 
consumer is voiceless. I want to talk 
to youths who have dropped out.” 

Bratton said she felt it would take 
a “whole team effort to get adults 
and children together.” 

Since the conference last month, 
the local delegates have held a 
follow-up meeting and are ‘‘leaning

Although women are making 
some inroads into the labor force, 
they ‘“‘are making little progress in 
work equality,” said Julia Arri of 
Pomona, president of the National 
Federation of Business and 
Professional Women’s Clubs Inc. 

The Pomona businesswoman was 
guest speaker for the YWCA of 
Greater Pomona Valley's third an- 
nual recognition luncheon, which 
honored 36 outstanéing women 
employees of the area 

Citing statistics, Mrs. Arri said 
that although women; make up 47 
percent of the labor: force in the 
United States and that figure will 
reach 64 percent by 1990, women 
workers still are making little 
. progress in work equality as far as 
salaries are concerned. 

‘Women still make only 59 per- 
cent of what a man makes,”’ 
reported Mrs. Arri. She said many 
women who have heen homemakers 
for years now are re-entering the 
job market and those women take 
lower job openings and lower pay 
scales. : 

“We must demand equal shares, 
we must get promoted, w¢ must get 
education and we mus; set up 
networks of ‘women helping women’ 
for the re-entry work foree,”’ Mrs. 
Arri said. 

She said that women who gre in a 
position to help other womens should 
do so by acting as ‘‘mentors’/so that 
younger women could take over 
their jobs-and then the ‘‘mentors”’ 
could move upward. 

“We need teamwork. ThS is the 
time for women to work together, to 
become role models tor, younger 
women. Now we can join together 
and give everyone an equal shake,” 
the speaker concluded. 

The 36 outstanding women 
employees in business, industry, 
professions and governmental and 
educational agencies in the valley 
were selected by their employers 
for their loyal and faithful service 
over the years. All honorees receiv- 
ed certificates of recognition.

Arson fires destroyed more than 
$10 million worth of property in San 
Bernardino County during 1979, ac- 
cording to fire department 
statistics, and were responsible for 
more than 40 percent of all known 
fires. 

Upland Deputy Fire Marshal Pete 
Bryan says arson is the fastest 
growing crime in the area, and there 
is an ever-increasing need for train- 
ed investigators. 

Yet some cities, such as Upland 
which is heavily residential, have 
relatively few arson cases. When a 
fire of suspicious origin does occur, 
it often takes more manpower to 
properly investigate the site than 
one department can afford to keep 
on staff. 

That is one of the reasons the San 
Bernardino County Fire Arson 
Investigators Association was form- 


ed four years ago. It is comprised of 
county fire departments, police and 
sheriff officers, members of the San 
Bernardino County District At- 
torney’s office, the Alcohol/Tobacco 
and Firearms Bureau, railroad 
security organizations and other 
related groups. 

The roughly 80 members of the 
association cooperate on a task 
force basis. If a local investigator 
determines he needs additional help 
to work a suspicious fire, he can call 
other members for assistance. 

The team then can more 
thoroughly sift through what might 
be several feet of ashes and debris, 
and combine their efforts to deter- 
mine the cause of a fire. 

Operating on a small budget — 
$1,500 last year — the group also 
sponsors training sessions for 
members. Investigators work with a 
variety of fuels and incendiary 
devices, learning to distinguish 


small signs that identify what might 
have caused a fire. 

The group also donates regularly 
to the WE TIP program for fire 
witnesses to anonymously phone in 
information. 

“We get to the scene and try to in- 
terview people as soon as possible,’ 
said Bryan. “After the blaze is 
down, witnesses tend to drift off, 
and the information they can 
provide is often very helpful.” 

The Upland Fire Department 
responded to a packing house fire in 
early March that caused more than 
$400,000 damage to two buildings in 
the southeast portion of the city. 

Bryan was called in to investigate 
cause of the blaze. By checking burn 
patterns, how deeply heavy wooden 
beams had been burned through, he 
could determine where the fire 
burned the longest, thus the general 
area where it started. 

Investigators can often tell what

started the fire — a flammable li- 
quid, natural gas or electrical 
problems. 

Results are often dependent on 
what is found later in laboratory 
tests. Traces ¢f blood, saliva found 
on cigarette butts and fingerprints 
can be important clues in connec- 
ting a suspect to a fire. 

Although most of the in- 
vestigator’s time is spent in the field 
at fire sites, Bryan said there is a 
growing tendency to spend time 
testifying in court on cases. 

Many of the cases deal with in- 
surance fraud, although spite often 
plays a role. 

“You get some fires started by 
rival gangs,’ said Bryan, ‘‘or 
triggered by romantic problems — 
where the girlfriend finds the 
boyfriend witk another woman.” 

Insurance cmpanies are becom- 
ing more invoved with arson cases, 
he said.

The school nurses School 
Welfare Fund was begun in 
1975 when a student’s 
medical needs interferred 
with his education. Since 
then the fund has been used 
for student eye exams, 
eyeglasses, X-rays, and 
even surgery. 

Kinley said that the 
OMTA donation was drawn 
from the Association’s Stu- 
dent Welfare / Project 
Fund, ‘‘an on-going part of 
the OMTA budget used to 
improve education. In the 
past,’’ Kinley continued, 
“the, fund has purchased 
emergency educational 
materials for Mexican 
schogls flooded in Tijuana.’

Preliminary economic trends in- 
dicate that Ontario International 
Airport provides a ‘‘value-added’”’ 
impact of approximately $2.6 billion 
a year on the surrounding area, Air- 
port Manager Robert E. Quincey 
said in San Bernardino Thursday.

Gout and 
hypertension seem to be 
closely related. Obesity 
often is present in the 
hypertensive patient. High 
blood fat levels occur, 
especially with a diet of 
excessive carbohydrates, 
such as simple sugars. 

Diabetes and 
hypertension often occur 
together, with overweight 
causing the triggering 
factor in their development. 

Chronic high blood 
pressure may lead to 
cerebral vascular 
accidents, more commonly 
known as ‘‘strokes.’’

Metabolic studies have 
shown that people do not 
require more than 200 mg. 
of sodium per day — just 
one-tenth of a teaspoon of 
ordinary table salt, Most

they actually need. Even 
larger amounts are 
ingested if the diet is made 
up of highly processed ‘‘fast 
foods.”’ 

MSG is often added as a 
“flavor enhancer” by many 


restaurants, which adds, 


considerably more sodium 
to the already highly salted 
foods. Many people become 
addicted to high salt diets, 
and will automatically add 
salt to food before they even 
taste it. 

Lactating women and 
people working in hot, 
humid climates increases 
the need for salt, 
somewhat, but even then 
2,000 mg. per day is enough 
to meet the most strenuous 
demands. 

If you suspect that your 
diet is too high in sodium, 
you might help yourself by 
substituting lemon in place 
of salt, and using flavorful 
herbs and spices for 
seasonings. 

The following foods are 
high in sodium, and should 
be omitted if hypertension 
is suspected: processed 
cheeses, pickles, graham 
crackers and salted 
crackers, cured hams and 
meats, sauerkraut, green 
olives, corn flakes, canned, 
salted fish, table salt and 
MSG, salted nuts. Milk, 
cottage cheese, salted 
tomato juice, celery and 
eggs have moderately high 
salt content. Washing off 
canned foods with water 
will help reduce the salt 
content. Low sodium milk 
and cheeses are also 




































available in many markets, 

Stress may tend to 
elevate blood pressure 
levels, If a physical checkup 
by your doctor reveals any 
degree of hypertension, 
lowered salt intake is 
recommended, 

Dear Shirley: I have tried 
many diets to lose weight, 
but none of them works. 
What can I do? I L.C. 

Dear L.C,: You must 
realize it is YOU that. must 
make a diet work for you.
